of reccommendations as to future 
development in the university. A 
high proportion of these were 
achieved." Blackwell said. 
One of the biggest points In the 
study was a concern with improving 
instruction, said Blackwell. To 
accomplish this the Council on In- 
struction was set up, which urged 
considering teaching ability as well 
as publications for salary raises. 
The university also establistiednew 
curricula in the Blackwell years 
including Ph.D. programs in sta- 
tistics, French, economics, oceano- 
graphy, and philosophy. 
Blackwell made administration 
changes so that "I'm leaving an 
exceedingly strong central adminis- 
tration." These changes were es- 
tablishing a vice-president of aca- 
demic affairs and a vice-president 
of administration, reorganizing the 
maintenance dept., and elevating the 
status of the Placement Office. 
Something that didn't work out quite 
so well was the Installation of the 
trimester system in Florida's uni- 
versities. 

"When the legislative appro- 
priations act dictatedyear round op- 
eration for the schools, the BOC 
asked the state imlversities to rec- 
commend a plan to do this. 

"The study group at FSU. hea'^ed 
by Dr. SeymoreHess.reccommended 
the tiimester as the most effective 
way to achieve the purposes set forth 
by the legislature. 

"Theoretically this was true. 
Practically it hasn't worked out 
that way. 

'The trimester failed because the 
theoretic advantages of using the 
university's facilities were not rea- 
lizable in practice. The average 
work load dropped by two hours, 
requiring half of the student body 
to go one term longer. 

"Also the summer term enrollment 
was not up to expectation. You can't 
achieve an equal number at each 
term and diis cuts down on the tri- 
mester's effectiveness. 

"There were educational draw- 
backs too, because you can't cram 
the same amoimt of work In two 
less weeks. This was especially 
true in certain specialized fields 
such as applied music where >-ou 
develop physical dexterity. 

"TliB trimester cut Into students' 
extra-curricular time, giving them 
little time for concerts, plays, lec- 
tures, publications or Smdent Gov- 
ernment. 

"Despite the drawbacks, though. 
I believe year round operation is 
essoitial In Florida Institutions. A 
two semester plan with a 12 week

Honor Code Misunderstood: 
FSU Chief Justice Hines Boyd

"There are several areas of the 
Honor System," said Chief Justice 
Hines Boyd," and they are often con- 
fused." 

"The Honor Code is a document of 
the constitution that defines the prin- 
ciples of academichonesty, (stealing 
and cheating come under.diffeient 
parts of the constitution)." 

"The Honor Bureau is an appointed 
committee to communicate with the 
sudents concerning the code." 

"The Student-Faculr> Commit- 
tee," he said, "Is an appointed com- 
mittee (by the president of the uni- 
versity) to discuss the problems in- 
volving the code and the court and 
m ake recommendations to help solve 
problems." 

"The Honor Court is an elected 
student body court composed of 8 
justices, a clerk, and the Chief Jus- 
tice, which tries cases coming un- 
der its jurisdiction." 

The court has jurisdiction over 
stealing, lying and cheating, which 
are defined in the constitution. A 



case originates in the office of the 
Chief Justice. 

The Justice determines whethei-or 
not the case is under Honor Court 
jurisdiction. If it is, an investigator 
from the Attorney General's office 
is assigned to the case. 
The defendant is assigned adefense 
attorney from the staff of defense 
counselors. Both of tlie bodies are 
made up of students. 

"I feel the Court has improved in 
this respect,' said Boyd. "Before, 
the justices did all of the investi- 
gating. It is practically impossible 
not to bias yourself during the in- 
vestigation. This way is fairer to 
the student," he concluded. 

The Faculty Reviewing Committee 
reviews all decisions. "I think they 
look mainly for consistency and fair- 
ness in our decisions," said Justice 
Boyd. 

The Reviewing Conunitiee has 
turned down only one decision this 
trimester.

Proctor then introduced a i ill spon- 
sored by him and Sen. Gene Stearns 
that would ammend the Student Body 
Constitution Aritcle IX, the judiciary 
section. 

The court would be composed of 
Dean of Students, the vice president 
of the Student Body, the President 
of the Senior Class. Men's Vice- 
President, and an alternate, Vice- 
President of the Senior Class as in 
alternate, and two faculty members 
nominated by the Vice-President 
for Academic Affairs. 

The court would hear appeals of the 
decisions of Honor Court, Adminis- 
tration, any University judicial body, 
and cases referred directly to the 
court by the President, Dean of 
students, or' Administrative Com- 
mittee. 

Proctor said that the bill was the 
first piece of legislation to result 
from the recently ratified Bill of 

Rights referendum. 

The animendment, said Proctor, 
would establish a University Court of 
Appeals for all lower courts from 
Judicial to Honor Court. 

It is the last step that a student ' 
could take before appealing to the 
President of the University or to 
the Board of Regents said Proctor.

The lack of respect for social standards often ex- 
hibits itself in the college environment for the reasons 
of non-conformity, good old rebellion, or perhaps a 
lack of money with which to meet the standards. 

Whatever the reason, one of the standards that often 
suffers abuse at the hands of students is proper dress. 
In the usually informal atmosphere of the universitj-. 
the type of clothing worn can of choice or necessity 
become casual. 

For the day to day class routine we can find little 
fault with this as long as simple health rules of per- 
sonal cleanliness are adhered to. 

We do not feel it is too much, however, to ask students 
to respect social standards concerning dress at certain 
university functi .r.s which call for more than the "class- 
type" casuainess in clothes.

If this simple suggestion continues to meet with 
rebellion, it is reasonable to expect those responsible 
lor the productions to continue to turn away people 
they feel are Improperly attired. 

We have many fine productions, ranging from folk 
singers to classical guitarists and synphony orchestras 
throughout the year. These are presented for the en- 
joyment and cultural development of the student. 

They are also presented to the public and those stu- 
dents who attend are exposed to fellow students and 
any outsiders as representatives of the university.

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To the Editor: 

It Is enough to make one blush 
with embarrassment to be forced 
to inform such an authority- L-n the 
C.I. A. as .Mr. Barron as to the 
proper nameof the organization. The 
initials C.I. .A. stand for Central In- 
telligence Agency. 

In last week's column, .Mr. Barron 
got Into fine C.I. A. -baiting stride, 
immediately labeling it an "incidi- 
ous (sic), shadowy organization, . . 
stamping out any popular, left -lean- 
ing government in their (sic path." 
How does the record square with 
Mr. Barron's interpretation? 
Mossadegh came int j power in 
1950, after the assassmation A 
Iran's pro-western premier, where- 
upon, with the help of local com- 
munists, taking .rders from Mos- 
cow, he stripped Parliament of its 
power and retired the Shah of Iran, 
both of which acts were illegal. He 
then cemented himself in power and 
received "popular" sanction forhis 
action by means of rigged elecUons. 
The real power oase upon which his 
shaky government depended was the 
vociferous and militant Communist 
minority. It was only after Moscow 
was certain that its proteges had 
truly acquired political supremacy, 
that It jffered financial assistance 
to Mossadegh's bankrupt govern- 
ment -not before. 

The country was on the verge of 
complete communist takeover when 
the army, thoroughly disenchanted 
wi!h his taeptness, ousted Moss- 
adegn and with him the posslbUitles 
for a Soviet satellite state in the 
very heart of the Middle East. If 
the C.I.A. played an active role in 
such a coup d'etat then they deserve 
the highest gratitudefromallnatlons 
of the free world, not to mention 
Iran's independent neighbors. 

In criticizing the C.I.A. 's role in 
- verthr -wing Arbenz's communis; 
government in Guatemala, Mr. Bar- 
ron has chosen to defend a com- 
pletely indefensible butcher. Ar- 
benz, before his removal by a coali- 
tion of army colonels, had, as a 
last-ditch eff n, ordered the sys 
tematic murder ,f all political op- 
ponents. The jails held over seven 
hundred political prisoners. When 
students and housewives rioted in 
protest of communist rule, Arbenz's 
henchmen opened up on them with 
tommy-guns, killing sixty five. Is 
this an example of a "popular left- 
leaning government?" Columnist 
Barron seems to think so. 
The "United Fruit" story, nourish- 
ed at the time by red agitators is 
completely untenable. Fhe notion 
that U.S. policy was aimed at serv- 
ing a private business which it was 
simultaneously charging with oper- 
ating a monopoly, and prosecuting 
under the Sherman Anti-Tirusr law 
Is undeserving of consideration. The 
. only concern the f.S. had was that 
of preventing the spread of com- 
munism In Latin America. 

Having assassinated his only 
dangerous opponent m the presiden- 
tial election that bruught him to 
power, Arbenz and his aides rigged 
the elecUon Itself, (it seems that this 
is the best way for a communist to 
establish a "popular" government 
ana still gain power) driving loads 
of UUterate peasants from one vot- 



ing district to another. If Arbenz 
made it legal to commandeer pri- 
vate property, he an>arentiy thought 
he and his henchmen were above the 
law. They divided up much of the 
new -'state lands." with the biggest 
share going to Arbenz himself. By 
this time the military, tired of pro- 
viding the muscle for a man and a 
cause they despised, flocked to the 
anti-communist banner of Castillo 
Armas, an army colonel mumed 
from exile. Realizing he lacked pop- 
ular suppon. Arbenz skipped. In his 
home were found stacks of undis- 
tributed Commiuist propaganda in 
addiUon to four bags of earth from 
Russia. China, Siberia. andMongol- 

The point is that both Instances of 
C.I.A. intervention iriiich Mr. 
Barron castigated at length, v*rere 
entirely justifiable. Both countries 
were on the verge of complete com- 
munist takeover. Neither was based 
on elections which were true tests 
of popular will. After the overthrow 
of Mossadegh's government, the 
people, this time not led by com- 
munists, spontaneously demonstrat- 
ed In favor of the miUtary coup. 
The C.I.A.. far from Instieating 
these anti-communist uprrsinc^ 
merely supportedthem. Disaffection 
with the reds already existed; It was 
not created. 

Slapping the C.I.A. around Is be- 
coming an Increasingly popular 
sport. There are those who state r 
imply (Mr. Barron among them) that 
It has within l:self the seeds f(,r the 
growth of a police state. Nothing is 
f urtiier from the truth.

"There are no Perr>' Mason 
scenes," said Chief Justice of the 
Honor Court, Mines Boyd, in re- 
ference to the H>nor Court proce- 
dure. " A session is held as an in- 
formal hearine." 

During the Idsr trimester, some 17 
cases were handled by the Honor 
Court including two cases of plag- 
arism. four of deliberate deception 
and 10 of stealing. (The last in- 
volved voting irregularities during 
the Fall elections). 

The first case of plagarlsm in- 
volved a freshman's attempt to use 
an article from "Reader's Digest" 
as his (V,..;;. fie v.ms found guilty and 
put on one trimester HonorCourt 
probation. 

The second was dismissed through 
a technical interpretation of the Ac- 
ademic hbnor Code and the feeling 
oy the Court that the individual had 
not intentionally tried to deceive 
his instructor. 
Deliberate deception involves the 
"telling of an untruth. ..beforeper- 
sons of authority. . ," In this area, 
two cases pertained to the loaning 
or borrowinff t:' F^'s to gain ad- 
mittance to tl • ■ F game. Ano- 
ther involved the bcrrowingof a food 
plan card, and the fourth concerned 
the defendant's signing to an ad- 
dress to which she had no inten- 
tion of going. 

Most of the cases concerned steal- 
ing with nine of the 10 thefts being 
from the Union Bookstore. Eight 
were first offenses, with all being 
committed on impulse between the 
hours of 6:30 p.m. and ~:33 p.ni. 

Honor Coun probation is an a- 
mount of time set during which time 
the defendant may not hold a Uni- 
versit>' administered scholarship or 
a student body office.

FSU students and faculty can look 
forward to many campus additions 
in the next few years. 

A J2.5 million Fine Arts Building 
heads the list of requests FSU has 
made to the statelegislature. Class- 
rooms, offices, galleries, and 
studios for the Speech and Art de- 
partments will be housed there, and 
a six or seven hundred seat theater 
will be included. 

One of its most unusual featur- 
es, according to Dr. Wayne MInnick, 
will be an experimental open-stage 
theater that will have seats going 
more than the usual 180 degrees 
around the sra^e. 



This two himdred seat theater will 
not be built right away, but will be 
added as funds are appropriated. 

Another department in need of a 
home is Engineering Science, for 
which the university has requested 
over one million dollars. Presently 
located in four different areas, its 
new buildings will be in the Science 
Center, which will concentrate all 
the science departments In onegen^ 
eral area. 
According toDr.GroverL. Rogers, 
dean of Engineering Science, the 
three buildings which will eventually 
compose his department will not 
nnlv provide facilities for this fast

growing area, but wUl also add to 
the beauty of the campus. 

The plan is to have the buildings 
develop as a quadrangle near the 
circus building on the south side of 
what is now Call Sirea. 

As building continues and the cam- 
pus develops. Call Street will even- 
tually go out of existence. „ _ 
Another addition which wUl affea 
most of the student body is a new 
infirmary, whose construction is de- 
pendent upon the legality of the Board 
of Regents. FSU's present infirm- 
ary will be completely renovated 
for theChUdReseardiFaclUtiesand 
the Institute of Human Learning. 

For the benefit of the students, aU 
the counseling and psychiatric ser- 
vices will be brought together in this 
modernized building. 

According to Dr. C.R. Gentry, dxr- 
ector of University Health Service, 
the new infirmary buUding, possibly 
completed in two years, will pro- 
vide one of tiie best university health 
services in the country. 
The four-story, fully air-con- 
ditioned buUding will be built with 
the student in mind. Each patient 
V.1II have his own desk, adjustable 
study lamp, and adjustable bedside 

table. , . 

Inavidual wailing rooms for each 
doctor will cut down the contact 
among paUents. A double corridor 
arrangement will make essential 
facilities available to all offices and 
rooms.

The book summarizes discussions 
in the Colloquium on Experimental 
Colleges at nearby Wakulla Springs 
last April 5-8 under auspices of 
FSU and and Southern Regional Edu- 
cation Board. Ten colleges re- 
ported on innovations designed to 
improve undeigraduate education. 

To find answers to the problems 
of size some of the colleges chose 
simply to stay small. Others, 
however, including some large uni- 
versities, have built "manageably 
small units" into their programs. 

"The emergence of separate ex- 
perimental entities within large in- 
stltuUons has impressed me as much 
as any single development repor- 
ted," said B. Lamar Johnson, pro- 
fessor of higher education at the 
University of Callfomla. Los An- 
geles, in the final summary chapter 
of the bo. k.

The plan for the eiqierimental col- 
lege gradually evolved and as it did 
so the committee sought help from 

other schools by planning and hav- 
ing in April, 1964, a colloquium on 
experimental colleges. Represen- 
tatives of 10 e3?)erimental colleges 
discussed their various an>roaches 
to undergraduate education at the 
Wakulla Springs meeting. 
Oglesby said the things prlnclpaUy 
worrying the FSL' planners were 
"a growing tendency toward im- 
personal treatment of students" as 
a result of increasing enrollments; 
the growing tendency of physical 
plant units to become "disjunctive," 



classrooms beii% for lectures only, 
dormitories for sle^ and sociali- 
zing, libraries for reading and fa- 
culty offices for consultation are 
"off limits"; and "perhaps most 
disturbing, the artificial separation 
of areas of knowledge and the in- 
creasing insularity between schools 
and departments. 
In combatting some (A these pro- 
blems the committee came up with 
an e}q>eiimental coUege plan de- 
signed to "break from the tradi- 
dons of 5S-minute classes, credit 
hour reejuirements, or grade point 
averages carried three d^its beyond 
the decimal point" and to have an 
academic program designed to "deal 
with knowledge as a continuous, 
interrelated process throi^hout the 
student's career." 
Such a college would be "student- 
centered" and the students would 
live in small dormitories surround- 
ing the library-classroom-lecture- 
hall-recreatlon area and would fre- 
quently talk with faculty members, 
and with other students, outside the 
classroom. Faculty members, most 
of them borrowed part-time from the 
regular faculty, would be called 
fellows and would become "senior 
partners in the enterprise of edu- 
cation." 

Students would be selected as a 
cross-section ofthe student body, 
meeting the same objective tests as 
other students. In addition, however 
tne cou^e would select tbe students 
on a qualitative basis as those who 
were inquisitive, read serious 
books, were articulate, were 
Inwardly motivated, had talents or 
skills In special fields, or had de- 
monstrated leadership. 
The small, s^rate library would 
be the focal point of the college 
and Its book collection would include 
many p8{>er-backs. The curriculum 
would emphasize independent study 
and a high level of command of 
one foreign language would be a 
requisite for graduation. 

"Every day will be viewed as a 
total learning experience for each 
student who will be in daily close 
association with several stimulating 
faculty members and will get to know 
them intimately," said Oglesby. 

"The college will conduct a pro- 
gram of instruction and discussion 
wrtiich will evolve from a considera- 
tion of origins of the universe and the 
history of mankind to a focus upon 
contemporary isstKS and the pro- 
blems of the future. 
Since all students wlU be expected 
to write and speak extensively, fa- 
culty members will be engaged in 
a continuing discourse with each 
snxtent."

Before Morrison's was given the 
university contract, FSU ran its own 
food services for some 40 years.

Instructions for using the maciilnes 
are: Close curtain by moving red 
handle from left to right as far as 
possible; pull down little lever above 
candidate's name and leave the X 
shewing; open curtain by moving red 
handle from right to left. 

The act of closing the curtain me- 
chanically prepares the internal 
registers for receiving the vote. 
. Opening the cinctain automatically 
registers the positions of the levers 
and relocks the tabulators. A vote 
may be registered on the tabulators 
only when the curtain is pulled. 

A voter may change his mind as 
often as he wishes and as long as the 
curtain is closed the mere act of 
pulling back and forth the levers 
accomplishes no ef f ect.

Wednesday night 1 had the pleasure 
of meeting a mi^st impressive per- 
sonality.

The ACLU's position is that the 
death penalty should be used only 
for murder. But if it is going to be 
used for other crunes, it should be 
applied without discrimination.

It is believed that drama originated 
with the chorus, accoitling to Paula 
Milton, associate director of "Anti- 
gone." 

For the ancient Greeks, the chorus 
was a focal point of celebrations 
and festivals, paitlcularly the festi- 
vals for Dlonyslus, god of wine. 
Miss Milton said. 

Historians of the theater believe, 
Miss Milton continued, that as 
crowds followed the chorus through 
the streets, orations began which 
gradually developed into dialogue 
between speakers and chorus. This 
constituted the form later used by 
Greek playwrights for their written, 
less spontaneous dramas. 

In "Antigone," Sophocles used the 
chorus to provide a lyrical inter- 
lude and transitions. Other Greek 
playwrights used the chorus to com- 
ment upon the action of the pUy 
or to announce what was to come, 
Miss Milton said. 
These same functions are per- 
formed in modem plays by narra- 
tors and announcers, she said. How- 
ever, these persons remain apart 
from the action while the chorus 
of the Greek theater is on the stage 
and moves about on the stage. Miss 
Milton commented. 
Although the play was written about 
420 B. C, Miss Milton described 
It as a "modem drama." "It 
deals with Man's relations to moral 
law and with Man's response to the 
laws if Man," Miss Milton said. 
"Although the situation is different, 
the essence has not changed from 
420 B. C. to 1%5." 
Tickets are now on sale at the 
University Union Ticket Office for 
$1.50 (public) and 7St (students).

the 'Tlorlda Flambeau" election 
survey showed Cannon ahe«l by two 
to one. But in those four days 
Grout's machine picked up momen- 
tum enough to carry the election by 
89 votes of the 5.300 cast. 

This big turn out of almost 50% of 
the student body, lias to be one of 
the major factors in Groot's vic- 
viV)\ Usually the turnout is closer 
to 25 or 30% with the Greek bloc 
able to control tbe outcome. 

In Tuesday's election Groot was 
able to woo and win the stqiport of 
off campus students, scholarship 
hi uses, aiul married students — 
groups that usually do not have a 
lai^e votertumout.orvoteasabloc. 

Groot also used a personal 
approach, seeing individual men stu- 
dents in tlieir rooms, writing per- 
sonally addressed leners to women 
dorm residents, and ringing 
doorbells in Alumni Village. 

He ran a highly organized, complex, 
and effective machine, the liltes of 
which this campus has seldom seen. 
It was professional, not scholastic. 

Too, Groot and his machine were 
n afraid to get tough with the oppos- 
tion. If Caimon was experienced, 
Groot asked how experienced. Just 
what had he done in his three years 
in Student Govenunent? 

Prefering to play it cool and above 
the petty blckerii^; politics. Can- 
non nevereffectively answered these 
questions. 

To rid himself of the "unknown" 
image, Groot set about to make 
news: addresshig Senate, releasing 
news statements, in general keeping 
his name on the front page, while 
Cannon stayed on his 'iront porch."

We read recently of the winter frolics that occur an- 
nually at the University of Tennessee with one of the 
seasonal snowfalls. 

It seems around 300 students, dissatisfied with throwing 
snowballs at each other, turned the attack on passing 
automobiles o As the deluge of rock-hard snowballs 
rained on the vehicles a shot rang out, and an 18 year 
old freshman fell dead in the snow. 

The man who had fired the shot, a frightened truck 
driver, was immediately chareed by an angry group of 
students. They took his gun, wrestled him to the ground 
and beat him until a coed begged them to stop. 
Another man, who had tried to protect the truck driver 
from the students, died about 24 hours later of a skull 
fracture received from one of the icy snowballs hurled 
by the students. 

And yet another man was dead of a heart attack after 
passing through a barrage of snowballs which caused 
him to strike a telephone pole with his car. As this 
man's wife rushed to the hospital where he had been 
taken she was also the object of a snowball attack from 
the students, and. as police lifted the dead student's 
body into an ambulance, the fun-loving students knowing- 
ly threw the now lethal missies at them.

Possibly your readers would be 
Interested In one faculty member's 
reaction to Mr. Straub's column 
of the 8th entitled "Teacher Eva- 
luation Is Monster" Lt which strong, 
and ably expressed, exception Is 
taken to the proposed "Student Gov- 
ernment Teacher Evaluation Pro- 
gram." Mr. Straub expresses "mis- 
trust" and "cynicism" as to the 
seriousness and objectivity with 
which students will participate in 
such a program and envisages un- 
favorable results in this ratiiK poll 
as dogging the professional careers 
of the Individuals Involved for lomc 
years to come. 

While personally, and 1 can speak 
for myself alone. I am sincerely 
appreciative f Mr. Straub's wil- 
lingness to defend the concept of 
the right to self-expression of the 
individual In general and faculty 
members in particular, I find n;y- 
self In disagreement with his con- 
clusions. Personally I welcome the 
proposed project and hope It will 
be carried out. 

For the past rwo years at least 
in my own classes I have made it 
a custom to hand out anonymous 
evaluation sheets on which students 
are asked, after being cautioned not 
t j sign the sheets In any way to 
check one of five possible reactions 



to the course In question, explain 
why they have done so and offer 
any and all suggestions for course 
Improvement. Without exception 
the suggestions made have obvi usK 
been considered carefully and have 
been sincerely offered. Many times 
I have found them quite helpful and 
' ^ trtecl to let the next class 
benefit from the suggestions of the 
previous "generation." From my 
own experience I cannot share .Mr 
Straub's feelings of either "cy- 
nicism" or "mistrust" in conn- 
ection with student participation.

"We chose the trimester system 
because it was the lesser of the 
evils," said Dr. Seymour Hess, the 
Chairman of the Committee that 
reccommended the trimester sys- 
tem for Florida's Universities. 

The committee had to chonse be- 
tween three alternatives, trimes- 
ter, quaner, or semester system 
with a longer summer session. Gov. 
Haydon Bums has vowed to get rid 
of the trimester.

bably wouldn't have accepted that 
proposal," said Dr. Hess. 
Quarters were eliminated because 
a year wasn't enough time to pre- 
pare. To change from semesters 
to quarters would require "re- 
writing the who le curriculum * ' Since 
two semesters are equal to about 
three quarters, all courses, espe- 
cially one semester courses, would 
need complete revision. 

The legislature wanted the physi- 
cal facilities and the faculty to be 
used on a year-round basis. "The 
trimester has failed because there 
must be an appreciable number of 
students returning in the summer 
months. This is not the case now 
because only about 50% of the stu- 
dents attend trimester three," said 
Dr. Hess. 

"The best step now Is to go back 
on two semesters, which are longer 
that the old ones with a shon sum- 
mer session of dgtttornlnewedcs." 
he said.

North Viet Nam Poses Big Prohle 



By the time this column appears 
it could well be hopelessh behind 
times. United States escalation of 
the war in Vietnam could have al- 
ready resulted In a Korean War type 
situation or even a nuclear war. 
This momliu's (Sun.) newspaper in- 
dicates thatChlnesetroops are mov- 
ing into Nonh Vietnam. Things are 
sure to get worse before day get 
better. 

President Johnson says we have 
: orr.bed North Vietnam because the 
flow of arms and men firom the north 
make Viet Cong attacks equivalent 
to North VlMnamese attacks. He 
says our actions are to defend the 
freedom of the South Vietnamese 
people. Let us examine these con- 
cepts, our actions, and their re- 
sults. 

First. Does the President have the 



clear act of war and only congress 
has the power to declare war. To 
quote Sen.

Sees Good In Evaluation 



Matt Straub (Flambeau, 8 Feb.) 
criticized the proposed Teacher 
Evaluation Project. He considers 
the project Inadvisable. I feel the 
project will improve on the present 
channel of information reganling 
the ability of professors, and on 
this basis alone should be carried 
out. 

Presently, in seeking information 
about future courses, a student is 
limited to consulting a few of his 
friends; his friends may give him 
a onesided view of the professor, 
perhaps derogatory. Yet, Inacce- 
sible to him, there may be many 
students who consider the professor 
excellent. The Teacher Evaluation 
Project will render a larger sample 
of sober opinions available to the 
student. 

The project wUI draw attention not 
only to those professors who are 
poor, but also to those who excell, 
and in this capacity wUl be of great 
value to students seekli^ electives. 
But the project can serve in ways 
other than as a guide to students 
(as has been pointed out in the Flam- 
beau previously). It will also serve 
as a guide to professors regarding 
their own work. Professors who 
are oblivions to their inadequacies 
will be faced with strong Incentives 
to improve. Professors who excell 
will be rewarded. 

It seems unlikely that a professor 
will be unjustifiably dismlssedfrom 
his job as a result of the project, 
as Matt Straub fears, because as he 
pointed out there exists a system of 
checks and balances: "If an in- 
structor is poor quality, the depart- 
ment will know about it. "Similarily, 
if an instructor is not really of 



poor quality . the depanment will 
also know about it. Furthermore if 
the depanment knows the quality 
of a professor aut does not act (a 
situation which does occur) then the 
student is not benefited. The object 
of the proposed project is to make 
available to the student this know- 
ledge which heretofore has not been 
available, so that he may act upon 
it himself. 

The continuance of the project does 
not seem to me to be liable to valid 
criticism. The proposed format, 
however, is still subject to criti- 
cism, and it is here that journa- 
lists should concentrate their atten- 
tion. The questions revealed so fa- 
seem of questionable reveience to 
the educating ability of teachers. To 
cite only one example, "having a 
sympathetic attitude toward stu- 
dents," does not seem to pertain 
directly to teaching ability, i know 
of one professor who does not have 
such an attitude, yet is a remarka- 
ble educator. 
The project may benefit by analy- 
zing Similar projects at other uni- 
versities. If presented in the f.irm 
of a summary accompanied by quo- 
tations from students, the informa- 
tion regarding professors cannot 
be other than superior to that 
presently accessible. This format 
was used in the teacher evaluation 
at Stanford University and the result 
was considered a valuable contribu- 
tion to students and faculty, ihe 
results were not presented in the 
form of percentages but as a sum- 
mary of typical but varied student 
Impressions. To accompUsh this 
would require a revisal of the pre- 
sent plan as I understand It.

In response to Paul Brown's article 
entitled 'Please Don't Degrade The 
aheep, some comment might be ap- 
propriate. It seems that Mr. Brown 
has hit upon a few points that might 
merit consideration. It is true that 
American society has changed in the 
last century and even in the last few 
years. Some of these changes as he 
noted may even seem undesirable 
when considered out of context But 
the word 'artificial" seems to be 
used in a sense that lends distaste 
to human efforts. 

Webster's Third New International 
dictionary defines 'artificial" as 
something "contrived through hu- 
man art or effort and not by natural 
causes detached from human agencv 
relating to human direction or ef- 
fect in contrast to nature." I would 
thus submit that artlflclalliy is often 



the goal and not simply the undes- 
irable by-product of human efforts. 
But, even denying this statement, 1 
think the word would be more use- 
ful in a scientific sense which dis- 
carded Mr. Brown'sdisiasteful con- 
notations. 

When defined as such, the word is 
still appropriate for many of the 
examples used in the article. How- 
ever, Mr. Brown has aUowed his 
biases to completely destroy what 
could have been a very useful des- 
cription of American habits and 
tastes. In many of the instances 
cited, 1 wo.jlJ agree with Mr. Brown. 
But, If such criticism is to be valid, 
the values or norms against which 
the examples must be compared 
should be completely and clearly ex- 
plicit rather than bidden under Ill- 
defined and ambiguous terminology.

North Vietnam Poses Big Probl 



The following editorial was written by Al Galbraith. 

Secretan' of Communications, and published in the 
"Student Government News" issued this week. 

We feel it is wortlty of reprinting here as it states 
many of the things we feel about losing Gordon Black- 
well as President of FSU. 

"We of Student Govemmentat FSU feel that Dr. Gordon 
W. Blackwell was the finest educator and administrator 
in the educational system of the state of Florida. 

His loss IS fell strongly, not only by the students and 
faculty at FSU, but by the entire state system of higher 
education. 

Although he has stated that nopolitical pressure forced 
him to accept another offer, we sometimes wonder if 
such pressure might have at least made it easier for 
him to arrive at the decision he made. 

If so, then the individuals and agencies responsible 
for such pressure have contributed to a loss which will 
be felt across the state. 

No one can deny that Dr. Blackwell's stay at FSU 
benefitted the university, not only in terms of material 
mcrease in size and number, but in terms of increased 
quality in its educational program. 

We of Student Government regret his leaving. For the 
sake of the University and the state, we shall miss him. 

At the same time, we are hopeful that his departure 
will cause a re-evaluation of the role of politics in the 
state's educational system. We hope that the structure 
of the newly-created Board of Regents can provide some 
measure of relief from the interference of the politically 
motivated in matters of education. 

For the sake of education, we hope that such a re- 
evaluation might take place before our state educational 
system suffers further loss,

Indicates extreme cy- 
nicism and especially ethnocen- 
trism. Both sides of the last elec- 
tion were convinced that they were 
right. It Is amazing that pe- pie 
like Mr. Rangley can determine right 
from wrong on the basis of what 
seems to a a priori knowledge 
Probably both sides of the political 
fence had a high degree of validity. 
Mr. Groot was elected in a not 
too unusual method. He had the 
leadership ability to unite many 
small groups, that were by them- 
selves a minority, into an amalgu.m 
that voted for a man whom they felt 



would represent them as Indlvldials. 
Florida State can use this type of 
leader -we are a mass of unrelated 
minorities. There is no leasonv^ 
a candidate must promise to sup- 
pon cenaln groups to be a good 
man - rq)resenting the individual Is 
considered by some in this country 
to be honorable. This uniting of 
small groups Into a statistical ma- 
jority is not new. If using this 
means of being elected makes a 
candidate dishonest, then I would 
submit that at least four of our 
last five United States Presidents 
are by this deflnlUon dishonest. 
These men may indeed have been 
dishonest, but their sincere desire 
t . represent the individual does not 
make them so. If they were dis- 
honest It was by some other vice. 
1 am not trying to Imply that Mr.' 
Cannon on the other hand was dis- 
honest. It seems that we should 
accept both candidates as basically 
honest until proven otherwise. 

I strongly urge those people'of the 
less victorious side to quit attemp- 
ting to defame the winner, and 
assume the role of conscientiously 
trying to better Florida State. 
The majority of ttose students 
voting have considered the candi- 
dates, and decided that they wanted 
Mr. Groot to represent them. Mr. 
Rangeley seems to feel that Mr 
Groot is unqualified -he certainly 
has the right to feel this way, but 
we bed the right to disagree with him. 
None f f us are In the position to 
determine which man Is absolutely 
best. The students have Indicated 
who they want to lead them. Let's 
help build FSU, Instead of assertiiK 
unprovable points about Integrity and 
sincerity.

Following the war, Kennedy arrived 
at FSU as assistant basketball coach 
under Don Loudcs.

Walt Martindale, chairman of the 
University Parry, today challenged 
C n-ii'lssloner of Ele ;tlons Ken 
Key's ruling on the party's Wed- 
nesday night convention.

1965 University Budget Says 
Strozier Library 'Not Adequate'

Library does not support adequately 
the teaching and research programs 
undertaken by the university."

In pointing out that the library 
needs an additional $3 million over 
and above the annual bo k budget 
repon states that the current library 
faculties do not compare favorably 
with other southern libraries. 

"The Association of Research Li- 
braries statistics for 1962-63 reveal 



for the Role and Scope Repon on 
Research and Creative Activity in 
making its evaluation of the library. 
The recommendation for the ad- 
ditional $3 million came from the 
Role and Scope Report of the Uni- 
versity-Wide Library Study Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee requested the ex- 
tra funds for FSU in order to "build 
up adequate materials for present 
doctoral programs by the year 1970 
and to fill effectively and rapidly 
the need for back files."

Thank you very much for letting the 
student body at FSU know that a 
faculty committee is Interested in 
students' opinions concerning non- 

:■„<. academic rules. Some of us knew 

about the existence of this commlt- 

X tee but we were also beginning to 

think that Its activities were of a 
confidential" nature. Now that the 
committee has openly called for sug- 
gestions It should be appropriate 
for you to publish all non-academic 
rules now In existence so that stu- 
dents may know first, just what 
rules they are violating, and second 
just what rules they want to criticize! 

Although I admit to being rather 
ignorant of our non-academic rules 
(and therefore an unwitting violator 
of most of them, undoubtedly) I will 
gladly take advantage of this op- 
portunity to express an opinion about 
such rules. There are three types of 
rules which are, i believe, most 
obnoxious. These are rules con- 
cerning one'sresidence.one'sdres- 
sing habits, and one' s political ac- 
tivities. If a man or woman is old 
enou^j to have his own apanment, 
he or she is certainly entided to do 
anything he wants in It and to en- 
tertain anybody he pleases. If any 
Irregularities should take place at 
someone's home, then letthenelgji- 
bors complain to the police, and let 
the police and the couris handle it. 

The mania for making everybody 
conform to a particular pattern, the 
very concern with such a trivial sub- 
ject, betrays an obsession with out- 
ward forms and appearances and a 
great disregard for contents, let 
alone the priviledge of an Individual 
to differ In matters of taste. 



As for political activities, the uni- 
versity authorities must constantly 
be reminded that students, while 
agreeing to obey reasonable univer- 
sity regulations, do not sign away 



their constitutional rights when they 
register. In this connection, the 
praalce of punishing students when 
then get Into trouble with the civil 
authorities seems highlv question- 
able. 

The university claims to be a par- 
ent substitute, but this claim seems 
hardly valid. If anything, in pres- 
suring students to conform to cer- 
tain mores and local traditions and 
in helping indirectly in the enforce- 
ment of certain laws, the university 
has acted as a state agency. 

The university, in my humble op- 
inion, should have three purposes 
only. First, the university should be 
a place dedicated to the free search 
for knowledge. Second, the univer- 
sity should be a place where know- 
ledge is freely imparted and shared. 
Third, the university should be a 
place where ideas, any kind of ideas 
are freely put forward, are challen- 
ged, and are accepted on ejected as 
the case may be. In anything else the 
university should seem to be hardly 
competent.

Armed with between $1,000 and 
$2,000 for purchases, an FSU his- 
torian whose Interest is the French 
Revolution and Napoleonic Period 
will search the book shops of Paris 
next summer to add to a growing 
collection on this era in Strcjzler 
Library. 

Already FSU's collection for the 
period is one of the finest in the 
South— with 2400 volumes and much 
additional unpublished material. The 
latest addition, just now being cata- 
loged, is a collection of 278 leather- 
bound volumes covering French laws 
and decrees beginning with 1794, in 
the midst of the Reign of Terror. 

FSU had only 300 volumes covering 
the 1789-1815 period InFrancebefore 
Donald D. Horward, assistant pro- 
fessor of history, began to make 
some purchases with money set 
aside by the Library ResearcbCoun- 
cii and Department of History three 
and one half years ago. 

As a doctoral student Horward did 
research In Paris in the summer of 
1960 and ii was the contacts he made 
in Latin Quarter bookshops which 
enabled FSU to begin a series of book 
purchases, at very low prices. The 
first, of about 350 volumes, included 
32 volumes of the letters of Napo- 
leon. 30,000 In number.

Other purchases since then have 
built up the collection until Strozier 
Library now has almost a million 
puDllshed and unpublished docu- 
ments of the period, together with a 
number of journals, memoirs, dia- 
ries, and letters, along with secon- 
dary sources. 
On the basis this collection and 
Horward's own kn wiedge of the pe- 
riod, FSU has begun an active pro- 
gram if graduate studies in the 
period and there are now six students 
two of them working on a doctorate. 

Horward, who got his Ph. D. degree 
at Minnesota in 1962, has the keen 
eye of a collector as well as the 
curiosity of a scholar. The b.^iks 
and documents collection has just 
been sup'plemented by a collectionof 
86 medalli-ns In bronze, Issued by 
the Frer.ch g vernment, and contai- 
ning a kind A pictorial and symbolic 
history of the Napoleonic era. 

Florida State probably owns the 
most extensive such collection in 
America and Brown University is the 
only 'ther university Horward 
knows of which has any of them. 
The medallions, ranging is size 
from a tiny medal of 14 millimeters 
commemorating Napoleon's return 
from Elba, to a 72-milllmeter 
medallion struck for Joachim .Mu- 
rat, king of Naples(and father of 
Achille Murat who lived in St. Au- 
gustine and Tallahassee), were ob- 
tained by special request from Hor- 
ward to France's directeur des 
monnaies. 

During the Napoleonic empire the 
French government began striking 
medals com.memorating important 
events and the French government 
still maintains tne dies. 

Horward will go to Europe in June. 
His principal reason for going there 
is to doresearchinFiranceandSpain 
on a book he is writing on "Marmont 
and The Collapse of Napoleonic 
Spain." He has a research grant 
from the Graduate School to make 
the trip. 

While in Europe, however, he'll 
present a paper to the international 
congress assembling at W'aterloo 
under the guidance I'f the Societe 
Beige d'Etudes .Napoleonienne to 
commemi.u-ate the 150th anniversary 
of the battle on June IS. 

While in Paris Horward will renew 
his contacts with the booksellers and 
FSU Librarian Orwtn Rush has allo- 
cated up to $2,000 for purchases, 
which Horward thinks can be made 
more economically if he can iMUCgain 
with the cash in hand. 
One series he's anxlf-us to oring 
back is the 28-volume "Collection 
of The Acts of the Committee of 
Public Safety." The committee 
held sway as adlctatorshipfbrabout 
a year from July, 1793. 
The 278-volume set jf laws newly 
obtained by FSU at just over $2 a 
book is called the "Bulletin des Lois 
de la Republique, de I'Emplre, du 
Royaume de France, de la Republi- 
que." It consists of the laws prin- 
ted in pampiUet form the week they 
were passea and later Dound into 
volumes by the Tribunal vf Nantes. 
The set consists of general and 



local laws and the series extends 
well beyo nd the Napoleonic period, 
until 1899, during the Third Repub- 
lic. 

The first law in volume one of the 
set is the famous "Law of 22 Pra- 
Irial," passed on lune 10, 1794.

"People In this countr\' don't even 
know that poverty exists. College 
kids especially are leading a shel- 
tered life." said Geroge Koch, 
MSTA representative on campus 
today. 

"Its so easy to put poverty out of 
our vision, but its there If you look 
for it. A big part of my job is 
informing people that there is po- 
verty." he said. 

Koch is on campus with Judith 
Wells recruiting for the "domestic 
peace corps". 

The two will visit classes, meet 
with the University religious groups, 
attend a luncheon, be interviewed 
over WFSU-FM at 8:30p.m. tonight, 
and have an open meeting at the 
Unitarian Chapel at 7:30 p.m. 
Tomorrow n select groiqp of FSU 
stfdents including president-elect 
Jim Ck^ot will travel to the VISTA 
training camp in St. Petersburg for 
its graduation ceremonies. This 
will be the second VISTA group to 
graduate said Kocfa. 
The graduation will bring the. Held 
total to 33. 
Koch said that he hopes that the 
field volunteer ranks will swell to 
better than 2.500 by the end of the 
year. "Any FSU student who would 
like to join this group can make an 
application through Chaplin Robert 
Spivey's office," Koch said. This 
preliminary application will not ob- 
ligate the sender he said.

"They will probably work in ml- 
.grant camps,, .idnma. or. ludUn rer 



servatlons in one of the locales," 
Koch said. On the job the workers 
usually worit first with the children 
and then gradually work Into die 
families by devdc^Ing their con- 
fidence. 

"The Jobs that the voltmteers will 
perform often do not require any 
highly specialized skill. Tnese 
people need help evenin the simplest 
things like filling out a job form. 
"And having money isn't always 
a problem with them either. They 
may have money from relief, but 
they don't know how to ^pend It or 
where," said Kock. "Thafs where 
we can help." 
Another problem that Koch outlined 
was that of Appalachla. He said 
that the area was once prosperous 
but has since deteriorated. With 
the loss of their Industry, Koch said, 
they lost their community pride and 
leaders. 

"Just the fact that we're there amd 
we're interested boosts these peo- 
ples morale a great deal and gives 
them new incentive."

Elections continued its hypnotic 
hold on Student Senate yesterday 
as tbe legislature devoted two and a 
half hours ta polishing up campaig- 
ning procedures and diedecdon 
code. 

The first bill tiiat the Senate con- 
sidered was concerned with expen- 
ditures of candidates and the amount 
which a political party can spend. 
The bill amends the Student Body 
Statutes, Chapter 709.1 and 714.4 
which deal with elections. The bill 
which was finally passed by Senate 
sets the total expendltioes of candi- 
dates and the amount which apoliti- 
cal party can speid. 
Total amounts which candidates 
may, according to the bill, spend 
are president— $250; vice president 
--$100; chief justice of Honor Court, 
men's vice president, women's vice 
president — $90; chalimian of Uni- 
versity Coiurts, class presidents — 
$60; members of courts— $60; all 
odier minor officers — $40. 

"Any candidate exceeding the ex- 
pense Untlts shall be liable for a 
trial In Honor Court on the charge 
of cheating with a verdia of guilty 
bringing automatic disquallflca- 
tion," the bill reads. 

The second change made by the bill 
is that "the total e^qpenditures of 
each party(lncludlng discounts pro- 
cured on Items purchased and/or 
market value of gifts donated) shall 
not exceed $100 in the particular 
election for which the expense state- 
ment Is subntined." 

After spending some time on Bill 
XXI, a bUl that would clarify viola- 
tions of the Elections Code, the 
senators decided that they weren't 
siu:« what they wanted to do and 
sent the bill bade to committee for 
another week. 
The legislators then passed a bill 
introduced by Sen. Carl Domino 
that would have the women's vice- 
president and men's vice-president 
elected by their respective sexes 
only. The move was opposed by 
women's vice-president-elect Nan- 
cy Ashley. 

Two bills initiated by Sen BUI 
Falck's reaj^rtionment committee 
were passed. The first would cut 
down the number of class senators 
from four per class to uvo per 
class. 

The committee felt that this would 
more fairly apportion the student 
body since there is little strong 
class feeling on this campus. 

The other bill stipulates what are 
tte off campus precincts. The bill 
differentiates between Day Student 
precincts and other private resi- 
dences that are specifically de- 
signated as other precincts.

Sen. Falck said that such a move 
was necessary since some frater- 
nity houses are privately owned. 
Under the existing statutes a mem- 
ber of that fraternity could either 
run as a Day Student senator or as 
a fraternity precinct senator. 

Getting into new business Sen. jack 
Sipperley made his third try at 
waiving the rules of procedure so 
that he could Introduce an unwritten 
biU. 

SIpperiey's hill would also anunend 
the elections statutes. It specifies 
that "The Commissioner of Elec- 
tions shall within 48 hours of the 
closing of the polls certify that the 
tabulated results are official unless 
there Is a contest of the election 
procedure." 
Sipperley said that this would not 
force the Commissioner to certify 
the victor, but only that the ntan- 
erical count was official. 

As of yet this has not been done 
for the results of the last election. 
Furthermore, said Sipperley. the 
Commissioner is required to ke^) 
the baUots proteaed bydireepeople 
at all times. 

Ken H;y has not done this, claimed 
Sipperley, and he should be inves- 
tigated by an executive commlnee 
immediately. Otherwise SSipperly 
would ask for a legislative Inves- 
tigadon of the Commissions pro- 
cedures. 

In his address to Senate in support 
of tlie bill. Sipperley said, "We 
have now waited for two weeks and 
the Commissioner is still tempori- 
zing-stalling aroimd in this matter."

Ken Hey Gives 
'His' Statement 

Commissioner of Elections Ken 
Hey today released this statement 
in response to the "Flambeau" 
story on the elections procedures in 
yesterday's paper. 
"1 had no comment to make because 
what 1 would have said would have 
been quite embarassing to several 
candidates.

Aldwugh die ofHce for the 
Dean of Women does not make the 
social regulations for coeds, the of- 
fice has, as Dean Warren so aptly 
put it, "dirown its weight in the di- 
rection of high standards." This 
goes bade to the old idea that "stan- 
dards never change." which is an\ - 
thing but a truism. She states, " I ra- 
dltlon has women upholding the stan- 
dards of good taste." I feel that pro- 
per socialization demands of every 
Indtvithial tfae ocerctse of good 
Judgement in all actions. But what 
Is oonsldsred as "being in good 
taste" Is not what people were doing 
thirty years ago. bia radier what 
pec^e are doing and beUeving now. 
People disobey die rules of the uni- 
versity (drinking and apannent par- 
ties In particular) because thev do 
not believe In the idea behind the 
existing value structure — not 
because they do not understand the 
rule or wish to wantonly break all 
ndes. Thirty years ago smoking 
and drinking were strictly taboo for 
women: today they are acceptable 
if done in moderatloa. 

Dean Warren states that FSU is 
quite llveral in conparison to other 
State universities.

While saying that such a trial was 
not called for the Honor Court did 
say, ". . . that a certain amount 
of moral irresponsibility' is appar- 
ent: Jadt Sipperley. . . for not get- 
ting direct permission to use Ron 
Mason's name, Walt Martindale and 
Conrad Bell for organizing the let- 
ter and not maktag sure theposition 
of the signee. . . 
"Jim Groot, the candidate, for not 
taking the initiative In certifying 
die posidon of the signatures. Such 
moral IrresponslbUlty, the commi- 
ttee feels, is detrimental to an\ 
leadership role and it is hoped that 
those Involved will avoid such 1p- 
responslblUtles In the future." 
Attorney General Ted DeLeVergne 
and Sen. Gene Stearns presented 
evidence to the court that the name 
of Ron Mason had been on an en- 
dorsement letter for Groot with- 
out Mason's permission. 

Defense attorney Bill Falck, In 
examination of Sipperley, main- 
tained that this was not a deliberate 
attempt at falsification. This he 
claimed was an oversight caused 
by a fraternity tradition. 

Sipperley said that he was his 
fraternity's Political Chairman and 
as such It was his responsibility to 
handle all endorsements of the fra- 
ternity or of Its members. This, he 
• said, was an understanding of all 
the individuals in the group. 

In the past, said Jon Kaney— a 
member of Sipperley' s fraternity— 
any member that did not support the 
group backed candidate would make 
his decision known to the Political 
Chairman. 

Fallowing cross-examination oi the 
four defendants (Indicating that Ma- 
son was interning at the time of the 
campaign) as well as testimony from 
Erik Ctdlins, "Flambeau" editor, 
the committee deliberated for 35 
mtniit»M. and decided that the case 
sboiild not go to Himor Court.

Roll Discusses 
'Missing Link' 

Weather forecasters view ^e ex- 
change of energy between ocean and 
atmosphere as a kind of "missing^ 
link" in weather analysis, German 
meteorologist Hans U. Roll said 
Tuesday. 

Dr. Roll, one of the opening speak- 
ers in FSU's Sea-Air Interaction 
Conference, said he expects world- 
wide daily maps showli^ the energy 
input into tlie atmosptere from the 
ocean will sometime become avail- 
able and should prove a valuable help 
In improving forecasts. 
At the present time, said Roll, 
meieorologlsts have almost no way 
of Including such energy input in 
forecasts. "The atmosphere can be 
regarded as a vast heat engine 
powered by xbe sun," he said. 

"Little of the sun's energy is, 
however, used directly by the at- 
mosphere. Most of the energy 
must pass to the atmosphere through 
the intermediary of the world's 
oceans, comprising 70 per cent of 
the earth's surface. This energy 
is fed to the atmosphere in ir- 
regular bursts, thus causing the 
engine to fluctuate in power," he 
explained. 
The scientist, a visiting professor 
at FSU, is director of the German 
Weather Service's Marine Office 
at Hamburg. His talk to a nation- 
wide assemblage of meteorologists 
was a review of present knowledge 
about the "air-sea boundary layer." 
He has been studying the physical 
processes occurring in this 50- 
meter layer above the sea surface 
f r a'- -ui 30 years.
